At a faculty meeting held in 1942, Mr. 
Wilbur Myers suggested that Gould be 
represented by a newspaper, an idea which 
was heartily seconded by Mr. Ireland. 

Having had experience as editorial ad- 
visor at Worcester Academy and Bruns- 
wick Day School in Greenwich, Connecti- 
cut, Mr. Thompson was chosen to explore 
the possibilities of a publication. When 
he did so, he found the senior class especi- 
ally interested, particularly Robert Golder- 
man, a senior leader. After consulting 
Mr. Fossett, Mr. Thompson chose the 
ones who showed the most interest and 
were the best English students. They pro- 
duced the first mimeographed copy, which 
was distributed on November 4, 1942. 


Under the supervision of Mr. Thompson, 
and cur indispensable printer, Mr. Brown, 
the BLUE AND GOLD has progressed greatly 
since the first edition published nine years 
ago. 

Oddly enough, the girls seem to out- 
number the members of the male sex where 
editorship is concerned; in 1942-43, Rob- 
ert Golderman was editor-in-chief; 1944, 
Ann Aldrich; 1 945, Robert Foster ; 1946, 
Marjory Ann Howard; 1947, Janice 
Bowman; 1948, Ruth Judkins; 1949, 
Guy Emery and Ed Hickox; 1950, Mari- 
lyn Judkins; and 1951, Sally Robinson. 

This year's staff is exceptionally large; 
it needs to be because the paper has been 
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continually growing. Not only do stu- 
dents read the paper, but also members of 
the faculty, alumni and trustees. The 
circulation has increased to the present 
total of approximately five hundred copies. 

Our paper enables us to have a written 
account of the events which occur through- 
out the year. Also, it gives other schools 
who exchange papers with us a chance to 
see how Gould life progresses. 

The editorial board this year consists 
of the following: Sally Robinson, editor: 
Joy Smith and Lorraine Swan, assistant 
editors; Janet Bean, photograph editor: 
Ted Chadbourne, sports editor; Alberta 
Merrill and Les Streeter, feature editors; 
Eileen Linnell and Ruth Donahue, alumni 
editors; Laura Wilson and Mary Alice 
Hastings, exchange editors; Donna Little- 
hale, circulation manager; and Peggy 
Champlain, business advertising manager. 
Besides these, it has twenty-one able re- 
porters, and five necessary typists. 

This year, there have been many 
changes made in the paper. The first 


edition was six pages long — a definite 
advancement: the texture of the paper has 
been greatly improved to a smoother, 
neater type. The paper published today 
is longer than that of last year or any 
previous year. 

For the past six years, the BLUE AND 
GOLD has been a member of the Columbia 
Scholastic Press Association of Columbia 
University. Also, it has been entered in 
contests for secondary school papers, spon- 
sored by the Colby Echo of Colby College. 

Because Mr. Thompson feels that the 
paper belongs to the students, it is strictly 
a student publication. This gives the stu- 
dents a chance to express themselves and 
gives them experience, not only in the field 
of writing, but, also in the field of man- 
agement. 

Our paper is not only fun, but it is 
one of the most educational extra-curricu- 
lar activities of Gould Academy.

Football 


Gould Academy’s 1950 football season 
opened unofficially on the 11th of Sep- 
tember with the first full scale practice. 

Coach Scott and his assistants, Coaches 
Roderick, Kailey and Emery, had a lot 
of men from which to choose the eleven 
players who would meet South Paris 
in two weeks. Many of ’49’s team had 
graduated and left numerous open spots in 
the line-up, the most important being the 
quarterback’s spot vacated by the play- 
making veteran, Dick Marshall. In this 
spot were two strong contenders — Roddy 
Collette and Henri Agnese. Gordon Howe 
and Ray Chase were back to take up the 
halves' position, and in the fullback’s ter- 
ritory was hard-running, hard-hitting 
Bean. 


The line lost a lot of wallop on Hamil- 
ton’s graduation, but we still had Captain 
Rip Bennett’s Sunday punch. Adams did 
a swell job of taking over the center’s spot 
left by Hill, with Patterson and Mason 
swapping off as guards on his right. Low- 
ell and Douglass held down the tackles’ 
positions, while Streeter, Emery, Ferguson 
and Harry Bartlett took turns roving the 
ends, the essentials to a team’s end-run 
defense and passing attack. 

With this group Gould faced the pow- 
erful South Paris team on the 23rd. At 
the end of the first half the situation was 
very black indeed, to say the least. Paris 
had walked all over Gould to score four- 
teen points without having their goal ever 
endangered. However, the second phase 
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of the game was just in the reverse, with 
Gould having the breaks and the ball; but 
when the final whistle sounded the Gould 
boys were lacking just two points of an 
important victory. Final tally: 14-13 
South Paris. 

The next Saturday, the Mexico Pintos 
took us on at their home stamping 
grounds. The afternoon was exceedingly 
warm, but when the dust had settled at 
the first half Gould was ahead and stayed 
there to win the first victory of the year: 
20 - 6 . 

The following contest was the clash 
between Farmington and Gould at Alum- 
ni Field, which was a rather weird affair 
with exceptionally poor and brilliant play- 
ing on both sides; but the third game on 
the schedule ended to the tune of 37 - 6 in 
favor of Gould. 

On Parents’ Day at Gould, Lyndon 
Institute, Vermont's power boys who had 
held the Huskies to a 7 - 7 tie the previous 
season, was present to give the home team 
a battle royal. Although the game fea- 
tured many fumbles and misplays the 
score at the finale was again 7 up. 

The program next carried us to Berlin, 
N.H., for another rough and rugged game 
that cost dearly in playing material; how- 
ever, even with the injuries, the Huskies 
came through again to push Berlin under 
14-6. 

At last Livermore Falls’ famous squad 
presented itself to our scouts. Coach 
Kailey did an excellent job of bringing to 
our attention the strong points and the 


weaknesses of our forthcoming rival. If 
the team’s hopes were high that afternoon 
before the game’s start, they were deflated 
shortly, for we were whitewashed for the 
worst upset in Gould's football history: 
39-0. 

Still feeling mighty low the squad 
traveled to Wilton the following week- 
end with the odds heavily in favor of Wil- 
ton Academy. Gould scored first when 
Wilton’s ball carrier was hauled down be- 
hind his own goal line for a Gould safety 
and two points; but back came Wilton 
with a T.D. and the point after to clinch 
the game for them. 

As the last game of the season appeared, 
the traditional game with Fryeburg 
Academy on the home field, the team’s 
spirit rose. The whole gang played the 
best game of the year to swamp the vis- 
itors 33-6 and end the season in a tri- 
umphant burst of steam. 

So closed the book on the football ca- 
reers at Gould of Capt. Wayne Bennett, 
Hoby Lowell, Dick Douglass, Gordon 
Howe, Jerry Emery, Harry Bartlett, Les 
Streeter and Ray Chase. Back for more 
are Adams, Paul Bartlett, Patterson, Fer- 
guson and Agnese. 

The J.V.’s came through with a much 
better record than the teams previous to 
them had carried. Promising material 
showed up in understudies this year, such 
as a better passing attack than their pred- 
ecessors have had.

Cross Country 


Cross Country was resumed last fall 
with the same sound of pounding feet on 
Gould’s 2.7 mile course and with as much 
spirit as ever. With five letter men re- 
turning from last year, Chadbourne, 
Saunders. Coolidge, H. Merrill, and Hast- 
ings. the Gould Harriers, led by Captain 
Ted Chadbourne and under the alert 
coaching of Mr. Fossett, came through, 
winning three out of four meets aided by 
the combined efforts of Lovejoy, Willard, 
K. Merrill. Jordan, Durham, and Ault. 

The first meet, held on October 5, at 
Andover, proved to be victorious for the 
Gould harriers with a score of 21 -44. 
The race started with a swift sprint for 
first place, the battle continuing vigorously 
at the half between Gould’s Captain Chad- 
bourne and Andover’s Captain Chauisson. 
Chauisson came through four strides 
ahead of Chadbourne, however, smashing 
the record of Andover’s three mile course 


by 52 seconds. Lovejoy, Saunders and 
Hastings captured the next three places, 
followed by Hall, of Andover, Willard, 
H. Merrill and Jordan, all of Gould. 

The Gould runners won their second 
meet at the Bethel course on October 1 2 
against Fryeburg with a perfect score of 
1 5 - 20 in spite of being hindered by rain. 
Ted Chadbourne won with a time of 
14:29 with Saunders hard on his heels. 
Gould runners also took the next six 
places. 

On Thursday, October 19, the Gould 
harriers were defeated by Portland, 20-37, 
on Gould’s home course. Portland swept 
the first three places; then came Ted 
Chadbourne. Bethel, followed by Cool- 
idge, who took fifth. This was only 
Gould’s second loss in four years, both be- 
ing to Portland. 
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The Gould runners journeyed to Rum- 
ford on Oct. 24, to defeat the Stephens 
High team, 21-39, making a total of three 
wins out of four meets. The course, en- 
tirely of paved surface, was just under 
three miles. The day was dark and cold — 
exceptionally cold for a running event. 
Ted Chadbourne and Les Coolidge finish- 
ed in a tie for first place after exhausting 
Stephen’s Captain, Ashley Clark. Rum- 
ford took third and fourth places while 
Lovejoy and Saunders conquered fifth and 
sixth for Gould. 

In the State Cross Country Meet at 
Orono, November 2, Gould ranked seventh 


among fifteen teams. First place was taken 
by Old Town, while Bangor and Lee 
Academy took second and third respec- 
tively. Captain Chadbourne took 31st 
place in the meet, Saunders 43, Coolidge 
60, H. Merrill 61, Hastings 74, Willard 
79, and Lovejoy 95, due to a sprained 
ankle. 

Four of Gould’s present seven letter men 
will return next year — Captain elect, 
Edward Hastings, P. Lovejoy, H. Merrill, 
and J. Willard. K. Merrill and A. Jordan 
are also promising material.

Basketball 


An expected “off’' season in Gould's 
basketball cycle was salvaged this winter 
by a willing team which started slowly 
but finished as a serious threat to any of 
their league opponents. With seven wins 
and seven losses in the eight school con- 
ference, Gould tied Mexico for third place 
by virtue of topping that club in both 
matches. Two non-conference games 
were dropped to a strong Guilford team. 
Although not an impressive record, it was 
still good for a green team; Coach Ander- 
son credits the players with showing more 
improvement in a single season than any 
team in the past ten years. 

It was a building year for Mr. Ander- 
son, who had only center “Hoby" Lowell 
remaining from last season's starters. 
Early in the season “Coach" sifted his 
players carefully, giving each a try at the 


open positions; at the half-way mark in 
the schedule the last of the starting posi- 
tions had been permanently earned. Dick 
Elwell was right forward, a deft ball- 
handler and consistent scorer. On his left 
was Pete Johnson, whose set shots and 
foul-line accuracy made him second-high 
scorer. Henri Agnese gave “right guard" a 
scoring punch. “Andy" Biden, an excel- 
lent guard, started in the remaining post, 
but shared it about equally with Wayne 
Bennett, whose aggressive play under the 
backboard was often valuable. 

As the team handled the ball well but 
lacked shooting power, the offense was 
very deliberate, taking time to set up shots. 
Not until a game had been broken wide 
open would a fast break be risked. Man- 
to-man defense was standard, even on 
small floors, with two men frequently as- 
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signed to the opponent’s ace. The aver- 
age score for both Gould and the opposi- 
tion was 40 points. 

Capt. Lowell was high scorer with 227 
points, scored mostly on a pivot shot. 
Another of his hallmarks was an off- bal- 
ance, one-arm shot which attracted fouls 
like a magnet. By sinking 64% of his 
attempts, “Hoby” scored 87 points from 
the foul line alone in 18 games. His 75 
in 1 6 conference games shattered the 
league record of 55 set by Farmington's 
Brinkman in 18 games last year. Other 
leading scorers were Johnson 106, Elwell 
1 00, and Agnese 99. 

The loss of Lowell will leave a tre- 
mendous hole to fill as his scoring will be 
hard to replace. Wayne Bennett is an- 
other whose steady play will be greatly 
missed. Two other letter men in Jim 
Durham and Dick Douglass will also be 
missing when next season rolls around. 


Still, prospects for 1951 - 52 look 
bright with four regulars returning. El- 
well, Agnese, Biden, and Johnson should 
make a strong nucleus for next year’s 
team. They all played good ball during 
the last part of the season and were per- 
forming their best in the final games when 
they played the State Champions, Liver- 
more Falls, in an overtime and defeated 
Franklin County Champions, Jay, 61-40 
and Bridgton 65-45. Others who should 
be good contenders for postions are Paul 
Bartlett, who joined the varsity late in the 
season, and Ed Hastings, Paul Fossett, 
Dick Emery, Frank Murphy, and Dave 
Jordan, who won four games in eleven 
starts as the Junior Varsity under Coach 
Bowhay. 

Those who have won their letters are 
Lowell, Agnese, Biden, Johnson, Elwell, 
Durham, Bennett, Douglass, and Manager 
Wayne Gilman.

Winter Sports 


This year the Blue and Gold ski team, 
consisting of Captain Les Streeter, Ray- 
mond Chase, Shelby Putnam, Gerry Em- 
ery, Tom Lamson, Addison Saunders, 
Norman Ferguson, Roger Adams, and 
Manager Dick Chick, under the direction 
of ex-Middlebury captain, Paul Kailey, 
commenced the season at a fast clip on 
January 13 by overwhelming Berlin, N. 
H., in a two-event contest which was cut 
short due to lack of snow.. 

During the next three weeks the skiers 
scored consecutive victories at Lyndon In- 
stitute, the Edward Little and Rumford 
Carnivals. On January 19 and 20 the 
team, registering a near sweep in the cross 
country as Streeter, Ferguson and Lamson 
placed first, second and third, triumphed 
over Lyndon Institute and the Dartmouth 
freshmen. In Edward Little’s Carnival, 
held at Bethel due to complete lack of 
snow on the Auburn slopes, and in the 


Rumford Carnival, enough balanced pow- 
er was displayed in each of the four events 
to gain substantial victories. 

The Maine Interscholastic Meet, origin- 
ally scheduled for Waterville, was held in 
Andover as the result of a heavy rain dur- 
ing the week. Despite good showings by 
Streeter and Chase, Gould was unable to 
cope with Edward Little on that particu- 
lar occasion, and when the smoke had 
cleared G. A. was in second place ahead 
of Rumford. 

The second place in the state meet made 
Coach Kailey’s charges eligible for the New 
England Interscholastic meet held at 
Middlebury, Vermont, the next weekend. 
Following a poor showing in the cross 
country, the downhill skiers earned an ex- 
cellent team score in that event to climb 
to within one point of the pace-setting 
Edward Little skiers at the end of the first 
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day. The next morning’s slalom saw 
Hanover High slip into first, three points 
ahead of Gould. Streeter’s first, Chase’s 
15th, Emery’s 17th, and Putnam’s 24th 
in the jumping gained G. A. a second 
place in the event but failed to overcome 
Hanover’s lead. Gould remained in sec- 
ond four points ahead of the Auburn 
Eddies. 

Carnival weekend saw the skimen gain 
three team firsts as they set down Edward 
Little, Lyndon Institute, Lebanon, N. H., 
Berlin, N. H., and Rumford. The down- 
hill was won by Lamson, with Streeter sec- 
ond, Adams ninth, Saunders eleventh, and 
Chase fifteenth, while Streeter won the 
slalom, with Lamson sixth, Saunders 
eighth, Chase twelfth, and Putnam eigh- 
teenth. The gold medal for the cross 
country also went to Gould as Ferguson 
paced the field. These team victories, plus 
a good showing in the jumping gave G. A. 
a substantial five point margin at the end 
of the contest. 


The Eastern Interscholastics at Ando- 
ver, Maine, marked the close of another 
ski season at Gould. On the opening day 
Gould skiers registered two firsts as 
Streeter annexed the downhill and Fergu- 
son took the cross country. In the cross 
country G. A. made probably its best 
single event showing of the year as Fer- 
guson, Streeter, Lamson, Chase, and Ad- 
ams placed first, third, fourth, ninth, and 
sixteenth. At the end of the first day 
Gould led by four points. Fate, however, 
was not to smile on the skiers in the final 
two events, and the skimen again occupied 
the second spot when the final jump had 
been made. 

Next year, with returning lettermen 
Reger Adams and Norman Ferguson plus 
several up from the reserves, it is hoped 
that Mr. Kailey will be able to again bring 
forth a strong team to carry on the repu- 
tation of Gould Academy.

Baseball 


As March rolled around the corner, the 
baseball season of 1950 began with every- 
one in high hopes of repeating the out- 
standing record of the previous year. With 
practically all letter men back with the ex- 
ception of Cad Bennett, star slugger, and 
Rickie Rolfe, ace pitcher who recently 
signed a contract with the St. Louis Card- 
inals. the team began its practice drills 
with great exuberance. 

On the afternoon of April 26, Coach 
Bowhay took his team to Gorham, N.H. 
There they fought a close battle with 
Dave Jordan and Clint Mason combining 
a neat 2 hit performance. This did not 
prove sufficient, the Huskies ending up on 
the losing end of a 3-1 score, as the home 
team pushed across two runs in the third. 

The following week, perhaps a little 
too sure of themselves, the team journeyed 


to South Paris. South Paris went on a 
scoring spree in the seventh inning, send- 
ing six men across the plate. The Gould 
nine finally finished the game behind 
South Paris, 8-5. 

A little disgusted at their poor begin- 
ning, Gould traveled to Norway and set 
them down 8-4 behind the seven-hit 
pitching of Clint Mason. 

Finally tasting victory, the spirited nine 
returned home and turned back a rival, 
Fryeburg. 11-8. The outstanding inning 
was the fourth as the fighting Huskies 
pushed five men around the diamond and 
across the plate. Although a little shaky 
at first, Mason ended up showing his 
natural form. 

Behind the excellent pitching of Mason 
and a newcomer, Bean, Gould quickly 
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added two more victories to its list as 
this time it defeated South Paris 5-3 and 
trampled the Pintos from Mexico 24 - 2. 
A great team was now forming, playing 
real championship ball. 

On May 19, a more experienced Bates 
Freshman team used four pitchers in over- 
coming Capt. Rolfe's team mates by the 
wide margin of 14-8. Gould showed 
perhaps their poorest game of the year 
against Bates. 

To prove their ability to keep going 
under great pressure, the Gould men 
tackled Norway on Alumni Field and gave 
the crowd a dazzling nine inning thriller. 
In the eighth, Norway scored a single run 
to tie the score at 6 runs apiece. Then in 
the first of the ninth, in his top form, 
Mason forced three Norway men to 
ground out consecutively, pitcher to first. 
Battling in sixth position, Durgin reached 
on an error, stole second and went to third 
as Smith and Mason walked. Tyner, of 
Norway, then made the mistake of missing 
the plate on 4 pitches, forcing Durgin in 
with the winning run and ending the con- 
test 7-6. 

Following this great game, Gould fat- 
tened up its record as it ended its regular 
’50 season with two easy triumphs, 10-8 
and 12-0, against Fryeburg and Mexico 
respectively. 

Now coach Bowhay was informed that 
Gould was picked to participate in the 
state M - S tournament. 

Full of confidence and fight the boys 
started the tournament with a game 
against the class S champion, West Paris. 
Bean was slated to pitch for the Huskies. 

In the first inning both teams pushed 
a single run over the plate, and in the 
third West Paris repeated with a single 
tally. Gould scored once in the fourth 
and fifth and Paris again in the seventh, 
leaving the score tied at the end of the reg- 
ulation nine innings. In the first of the 
tenth Mason, who had relieved Bean in 
the seventh, did a magnificent job as he 
set the Paris team down in order. Up first 
for Gould was Mike Boyd who walked. 
He was moved to second on a sacrifice by 


Kendall. Then, as the crowd stood tense, 
Charlie Smith promptly banged the ball 
between second and short, scoring Boyd 
with the winning run. Bean and Mason 
combined excellent pitching for this 
victory. 

On the third of June, Gould, behind 
the near perfect four-hit pitching of Clint 
Mason, moved themselves into the third 
round of the tournament as they defeated 
Standish High, 8-1, on Garcelon Field 
in Lewiston. Dave Durgin was outstand- 
ing at the plate as he collected three hits 
in three trips. 

Again at Garcelon Field, Gould met 
Bcothbay Harbor High. As lead off man, 
Dick Marshall immediately took matters 
into his own hands as he clouted a round- 
tripper into deep left field. This, in the 
end, proved to be the winning run as 
Boothbay never did touch Gould's Sonny 
Bean for a run as he pitched a spectacular 
three hit shut out, 5-0. 

At Bowdoin another thriller was hand- 
ed the fans as Gould edged out St. Igna- 
tius in a 10-inning battle for the Western 
M - S title. Having scored single runs in 
the second, seventh, and eighth, plus two 
in the fifth, Gould was tied with the foe 
at five even. Then in the tenth with one 
man out, Paul Bartlett walked. Mike 
Boyd then successfully sacrificed Bartlett 
to second. Now with two men out and 
a man on second, Ronnie Kendall and his 
long bat banged a double deep into center 
field territory, scoring Bartlett with the tie 
breaking run. Clint Mason then proceded 
to keep the Sanford team from scoring in 
their half of the 10th, thus sending Gould 
into the final game. 

Williams High of Oakland was well- 
known for its big bats, but dependable 
Clint Mason really showed his stuff as he 
silenced the Oakland stickers to a mere 3 
hits as the Gould men made it a decisive 
victory by a 11-1 margin. The Huskies 
collected a total of 14 hits, three being 
contributed by Mike Boyd who collected 
a triple in the eighth. Now Gould had 
fulfilled their hopes of repeating as they 
were again presented the state champion- 
ship trophy. 
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Next year the prospects are unknown 
as eight of this year’s starters are gradu- 
ating, leaving almost every position to be 
filled. The men who are leaving are 
Charlie Smith, Burt Rolfe, Mike Boyd, 


Ronnie Kendall, Dave Durgin, Bob Ham- 
ilton, and Clint Mason. These boys have 
done a great job.
